1 . I am the inventor of the patent application identified above and the subject matter 
described and claimed thee ein. 



2. Prior to April 1 0, 2000, 1 conceived the idea of using fluorescent compounds as 
detectable labels on probes for the pmposes of quantitatively assaying one or more serine 
hydrolases in a protein mixutre. Specifically, the fluorescent labeled probes can be used to 
measure the presence of caiajytically active serine hydrolases in a protein mixture. 

3 . As shown by U.S. Prov. App. 60/195,954, 1 conceived the use of fluorescent compounds 
(e.g, fluorescein* rhodatuiue, Texas red, etc.) as a detectable label on a probe compound (See 
U.S. Prov. App. 60/195,954, page 3 f lines 13 and 26-27). The use of the fluorescent labels 
would provide a distinguishable signal, e.g. fluorescence at a different wavelength, for 
differentiation of different compounds- (See U.S. Prov. App, 60/195,954, page 6, lines 19-23, 
and page 7, lines 13-17). 

4. The subject of my research was filfed as part of U.S. Provisional Patent Application 
60/195,954, filed April 10, 2000- Benjamin F. Cravatt and Martha A. Lovato were co-inventors 
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on the provisional patent application, however I alone conceived the idea of using fluorescent 
activity based probes for detection purposes.
